Britain’s Obligations 


[From our Parliameutary Correspondent| 


Mr. W. N. Warbey (Lab., Luton). in 
a question to the Foreign Secretary 
in the House of Commons, asked why 
the provision of Article § of the 
Anglo-Transjordan Treaty of March 22. 
1946, that mutual aid would be rendered 
in the event of one of the parties becom- 
ing involved in hostilities as a result of 
armed attack by a third party, had been 
omitted in the revised Treaty of March 
1S, 1948. 

Mr. Bevin: * Owing to the difficulty of 
defining aggression it was thought better 
in drafting the new treaty to rely on the 
United Nations Charter to determine 
cases in which the obligation of mutua! 
aid might not come into play. We have 
accordingly not attempted in Article 2 
to define aggression but have. by means« 
of Article 4, subordinated our obligation 
of mutual aid to our obligations unde: 
the United Nations Charter. 

Mr. Warbey asked if Mr. Bevin was 
aware that through this change the Treat 
was altered from one of mutual aid in 
deience against aggression to one of 
mutual aid in the event of hostilities aris- 
ing trom any cause whatever. with the 
effect that pending any decision By the 
United Nations regarding aggression this 
country was committed to assist Trans- 
jordan in any act of hostilities such as 
had recently arisen in Palestine ” 


What is Aggression 


Mr. Bevin. in reply, said that when the 
matier was being decided. he came to 
the conclusion that in dealing with 
aggression he preferred, instead of a long 
schedule trying to define what aggression 
was. to rely on the United Nations 
decision defining aggression

Agreement with Mediator

Lake SUCCESS 


Count Bernadotte informed the Secur- 
ity Council on Monday that he would 
report on Wednesday on “the success 
or failure of the truce negotiations im 
Palesune.” The mediator also suggested 
that the Council should postpone dis- 
cussion of the matter unul it received 
the Truce report. The Council was to 
meet on Thursday [yesterday] for this 
purpose. 

( ount Bernadotic, in his message to the 
Council, said that he had been obliged 
to give his own interpretation to several 
of the terms of the proposed truce, so as 
to ensure that no military advantage 
should be derived By either side 

One of the most important of these 
interpretations concerns immugration, 
which, so far as numbers are concerned, 
is to be left entirely to the mediator’s 
discretion during the first week of the 
truce. He also has complete discretion 
in regard to placing immigrants of mili- 
tary age m camps for more adequate 
supervision It ts understood that the 
number of immigrants to be admitted 
during the first week will be small, 
although no actual fieure is mentioned. 

Ihe transfer of war material or troops 
from one interested country to another. 
or closer to the fiehting tronts in Pales- 
tine, will be prohibited. Measures for 
the rehef of sufferers from the war will 
be under the supervision of the Inter- 
natronal Red Cross

He announced on 
behalf of the Soviet Government: “ The 
US.S.R. is ready to send military ob-

LAWS OF ISRAEL 
Position of Minorities 
[By a Jewisn Curonicie Reporter} 


The view that fundamental changes in 
civil and land laws in Israel would have 
to be made with the most careful scrutiny 
and deliberation, as the Arabs would 
resent any drastic alteration in the laws 
affecting them, was expressed by Profes- 
sor Norman Bentwich, when he spoke on 
“The Future of the Legal System in 
Palestine,” at a reception given in his 
honour by the London Jewish Graduates’ 
Association, of which he is the new Presi- 
dent, at 33. Seymour Place, London, on 
Monday. 

It OAs one of the principles of inter- 
national law, said Professor Bentwich, 
that when there was a change of State 
the laws that were in force in the 
country should continue until the new 
Government replaced or modified them, 
and the position in Palestine was that the 
old laws were still operative. It was to 
be expected that im Israel the laws .re- 
garding immigration and the acquisition 
of land would be changed, but it was 
unlikely that the Jewish Government 
would rush into making radical changes 
in other laws. Isracl would. no doubt, 
retaan the Jewish laws of personal status 
and apply them to all Jews in the 
country, It was possible that in Israel 
the courts would be given jurisdiction in 
matters of personal status. and that the 
separate Rabbinical courts would not be 
re. aing 


International Tribunals 


Referring to the problem of the minori- 
ies in the Arab and Jewish States, Pro- 
essor Bentwich suggested the sctting up 
of imternational tribunals in each State 
to deal with questions of the mghts of 
minorities. Alternatively, disputes could 
come before a supreme court in Jeru- 
salem 

Suggestions had been made that the

News from Abroad 


DR. WEIZMANN MEETS 
PARIS PRESS 


Important Pronouncement 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann was received in 
Paris on Tuesday by the French Foreign 
Minister, M. Georges Bidault. Although 
France has not yet granted recognition to 
the new Jewish State in Palestine, Dr. 
Weizmann’'s visit had an official character 
and he was introduced as “ the President 
of the State of Israel.” 


Addressing a Press conference on 
Wednesday, Drs Weizmann expressed 
confidence that, the Palestine question 


will be settled in the near future. 

He emphasised that the new State, 
though limited in area, was big enough 
to provide scope for industrial and 
screnufic development and to absorb 
new immigration. 

Dr. Weizmann also told his audience 
that it is not the Palestine Arabs who 
are fighting and that the present war 
started with foreign elements breaking 
the peace and violating Palestine’s fron- 
tiers. He stressed the fact that. the 
Jewish defence force strictly obeyed 
orders to respect holy places and con- 
vents. 


Hopeful About Holy See 


As to the final solution, it was pre- 
mature to speak of a possible integration 
of the State of Israel into a Middle 
Eastern bloc or federation.” The Arab 
States themselves were not yet prepared 
for such a federal scheme, he pointed 
out, adding that “ one could think of an 
agreement with Transjordan, which is 
our closest neighbour.” 

Dr. Weizmann was hopeful that doubts 
and hesitation on the part of the Holy 
See would be overcome soon and agree- 
ment would be reached with the Vaucan. 

Though not denying that the Arabs 
had received encouragement from cer- 
tain non-Arab Powers, Dr. Weizmann 
retused to make accusations against any 
of the Western Powers, hope 2 for eood 
relations with all of them 

He said that. he believed that im 
the course ofl the next ien 
approximately 1.000.000 Jews wend 
immigrate into Israel. Any limilaton of 
immigration would have to be rerected 
as an infringement of Israels sovercients

Extraordinary Delegate Meeting, decided 
to double the target to £5,000,000. British 
Jewry Was never more united than to-day 
and they were proud of the spirit of the 
Hagana. 

Dr. Weizmann, who received a tremen- 
dous ovation when he rose to speak, said 
that the Jews had not many friends, and 
guite @ number of enemies. It was com- 
forting to see that, at Lake Success, great 
Powers, followed by smaller Powers, had 
helped the Jewish State on its way. 

One bitter pill waS the deterioration of 
their relations with Britain, for, after all, 
it was England that had set them on the 
road to the formation of the Jewish State 

but it was a tar cry from Balfour to 
Bevin. 

England was still a most important 
Power in the Middle East, an good 
relations between Israel and Britain could 
be of mutual benefit. Here was a noble 
task to which British Zionists must set 
their hands 

Dr. Weizmann then mentioned the in- 
ternal danger of disunity. There must/ 
be one common purpose, he emphasised, 
which transcéTided party limits. 

The values produced in the State of 
Isracl would be an asset to the treasury 
of humanity, Dr. Weizmann said. The 
coming into being of Israec!l was the 
greatest sensation ofgsthis century. . 

Prof. S. Brodetsky conveyed to Dr. 
Weizmann the blessings and greetings of 
the Jews of Britain, including, especially, 
those of the new Chief Rabbi.

TO-MORROW evening, the sixth of Sivan, 
marks the inauguration of the two-day Fest 
val of Shavuot. Its very name—Feast of 
Weeks—indicates its significance. Seven 
weeks after Passover, the Season of our 
Freedom, comes the culminating Season of 
the Giving of our Law. In the interval, we 
have been counting the Days of the Omer, 
which extend. from the. beginning to the end 
of the grain-harvest in Eretz Yisrael. Thus, 
in a double sense, we celebrate an occasion 
of fulfilment and fruition. This should be 
its message for us, even if, this year, we are 
conscious rather of struggling for—than of 
having secured—the idgals which it enun- 
ciates. 

“Let My people go that they may serve 
Me.” Freedom from Egyptian bondage only 
received its meaning and purpose in willing 
acceptance of the Torah at Sinai. Not 
otherwise could a fugitive band of freed 
slaves have become members of a kingdom 
of priests and a holy nation. But the 
experience of our forefathers conveyed a 
lesson for all times. The overthrowing of 
human tyrannies brings no final salvation 
unless it furthers obedience to the behests 
of the Divine Law. Does not forgetfulness 
of this warning account for the fact that 


now. more than three years after the defeat 


and nations alike ignore the standards ol, 


of a modern Pharaoh, the world still enjoys 
no settled peace ? The distress from which 
mankind is now suffering has its roots in 
spiritual anarchy and mor&l confusion. Men 


righteousness, and are unwilling to conform 
to its obligations. For centuries they have 
given lip-service to the Decalogue, that sub- 
lime epitome of the Law promulgated on 
Sinai. ‘They learned of it through the 
medium of our people, and in our. syna- 
gogues at this Festival we shall read how it 
was entrusted to our ancestors for. the 
world’s eternal guidance. RaWbinic com- 
mentary has constantly stressed the univers- 
ality of its teaching. Thus, one. figurative 
interpretation explained that the Revelation 
took place in the wilderness im order to 
indicate that, just as the wilderness has, no 
ownership, so the Torah is free to all. 
Another asserted that the Revelation 
occurred in the month of Sivan, which has 
the sign of Gemini (twins) in the Zodiac, 
to indicate that it was intended not only tor 
Israel but also for his twin brother, Esau, 
the progenitor and sj mbol of the Gentile 
world. Alas, Israel-is only too conscious ot 
what he must frequently endure at the hands 


of his brother Esau to-day! Yet that brother 


has. at least, been made aware of the exist- 
ence of God's universal Law. It must. be 
the Jew’s continual mission, both by teaching 
and example, to make that Law more 
etlective in the world. How can the precepts 
of the Law win recognition and honour i 
its guardians show lack of faith and dis- 
lovalty to their trust? The perils which now 
beset. us may be no diflerent trom the 
thunders and lightnings which were sent to 
test the courage of those assembled at Sinat. 

The Festival's agricultural aspect ts sym- 
bolised. for us by the floral decorations in 
the synagogue. [n the Yishuv, however, its 


signiticance as Yom. ha-Bikkurim, 


he Day. of the First-Fruits, has been given 
a fresh and living meaning. It was originally 
ordained to be celebrated by the people 
which. after escaping from Egyptian bondage 
and desert wanderings, had found a settled 
abode in the Promised Land, and, 1n thank- 
fulness. to Providence, brought to the 
Sanctuary their offering of __first-fruits. 
Similar in spirit has been the endeavour of 
the modern remnant of Israel, which, escap- 
ing from the persecution and wandering of 
the Galut, has sought to redeem the soil of 
the Holy Land. Not vet have they entered 
info the rest and the inheritance which will 
be theirs. Speedily may the ancient words 


be fulfilled for them: “ When ve dvell if 


the land which the Lord your God ¥auseth 
you to inherit, and He giveth you rest from 
all your enemies round about, so that ye 
dwell in. safety . then ye shall rejoice 
before the Lord your God.” The thoughts 
of all must be with our brethren in Eretz 
Yisrael who, because of hatred and violence, 
cannot yet enjoy the full fruits of their 
‘labours. And our prayers will also be uttered 
lor those who are now wandering the roads 
and seaways of the world or languishing in 


captivity: that they may soon reach the 
haven of their desire. Congregations will 
assuredly give a wholehearted response to 
the Chief Rabbi-elect’s call for practical 
support of the Joint Palestine Appeal. In 
consonance with the mood of this harvest- 
time will be the reading in our*synagogue 
service of the Book of Ruth. This will 
remind us of the duties of good-neighbourli- 
ness, of kindness to the stranger and 
foreigner, of generosity and charity to all. 
If these sgpes flourished more widely 
to-day, the pedples of the world would not 
be living in such constant fear and suspicion 
of each other. 


THE HOLY PLACES 


IT is fitting that one of the first utterances 
by the Chief Rabbi-elect should have been a 
solemn protest against the anti-Jewish propa- 
ganda emanating from the so-called Chris- 
tian Union of Palestine. This body circulated 
a draft manifesto last week which put the 
whole blame on the Jews for any damage 
caused by shellfire to Christian Holy Places 
and religious buildings in Jerusalem, and 
completely exonerated the Arabs, From 
Amman this manifesto was given the widest 
circulation, securing unsuspecting accep- 
tance from important newspapers, and last 
week-end it received further publicity 
through a section of the denominational 
Press in this country. Unfortunately, the 
British public remains generally unaware 
that, so far from being a trustworthy Chris- 
tion document entitled to the respectful con- 
sideration of all God-fearing citizens, it is 
nothing more than a piece of Arab propa- 
ganda. The so-called Union of Christian 
Communities in Palestine does not include 
such Churches as the Anglican and Scottish, 
*but represents in effect the Christian Arabs. 
It has consistently pursued an anti-Zionist 
policy, and three magths ago it underlined 
this by declaring that “the restoration of 
peace in the Holy Land can only be carried 
out by cancelling the partition plan.” 

An article on page Il, entitled “ The 
Attitude of Christian Arabs,” reveals the 
real background of last week's anti-Jewish 
manifesto, which was an anonymous. docu- 
ment hastily published to the world even 
before it had secured the signatures of those 
to whom it was circulated. The unscrupu- 
lous allegation that the Jews bore the sole 
responsibility for the war damage caused to 
Christian sacred buildings is answered by 
the deeds of the Arabs themselves. It was 
the Arab Legion, supported by British 
officers and arms, which started the bom- 
bardment of Jerusalem. From the begin- 
ning of the fighting, Christian monasteries 
in Jerusalem and the neighbourhood were 
used by the Arabs as bases from which they 
shelled the Jewish suburbs, and damage was 
caused to. churches and Christian _institu- 
tions, Armenian, -Greek, Catholic, and 
Anglican. Nuns were wounded and acts of 
vandalism were committed. Indeed. the 
Syrian delegate at Lake Success has openly 


. admitted that holy places in Jerusalem were 


used by the Arabs as military emplacements, 
claiming that this was “ inevitable.” Some 
weeks ago, the Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem 
reported that the Arab Legion had ‘occupied 
some of the mission property at Ain Karim, 
the traditional birthplace of John the Baptist. 
near Jerusalem. Such incidents could be 
muluiphed many times. It is, therefore, the 


height of hypocrisy, if nothing worse, to 


represent the Jews as the destroyeR of the 
holy places. | 
No such widespread publicity) as the 
Christian Union ™ achieved has bfen given 
to the official Jewish statement that definite 
orders Were given to the Jewish forces to 
take special precautions against the desecra- 
tron of sacred buildings. And is the world 
not concerned about the sacred places of 
Judaism? Chief Rabbi Herzog has declared 
that 22 out of the 27 synagogues of the Old 
City of Jerusalem have been completely 
destroyed by the Arab Legion; that the fate 
of the other five is not yet known; and that 
five hundred Scrolls of the Law, precious 
manuscripts, and various shrines have also 
been , destroyec If British public opinion 
were allowedAo know the full truth, instead 
of being misled by distorted and partial 
accounts, it would undoubtedly respond in 
the trugr spirit of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury’s recent appeal: “ The. distress. and 
shame of fighting in the Holy City is an 
olience and scandal to the religious con- 
science of Christians, Moslems, and Jews. 
. Christian opinion is deeply stirred by 
the horror of fighting in the Holy Land and 
desires to see a peace which does ‘not do 
injustice to either side.” | 


COUNT BERNADOTTE’S 
SUCCESS 


COUNT FOLKE BERNADOTTE has 
deserved, and will receive, the gratitude of 
the world for his skill in achieving a truce 
in Palestine. Not only has he gained his 
first objective of ensuring a cease-fire but in 
so doing he has made possible a détente in 
the wider international sphere. The friction 
in Anglo-American relations, created largely 
by the Foreign Office’s lack of resilience, 
will be eased, and the way should be cleared 
for closer co-operation between the two 
Great Powers in whose hands—if they ean 
agree upon a common pojicy—the fate of 
Palestine virtually rests. It 1s to the interest 
of Jews and Arabs as well as of the world at 
large that Palestine should not remain a 
running sore, and that peace should result 
from negotiation and not from warfare. 
Count Bernadotte’s next task, therefore, 
after making his arrangements for ensuring 
that the truce is implemented (a task whose 
difficulties will not be underestimated), 
will be to arrange a conference in an 
attempt to reach a settlement of the 
Palestine problem. In this work the 
Count will need to display evén more 
skill than he has already undoubtedly shown, 
for his job will be formidable. His efforts 
can, however, be crowned with success if he 
is vouchsafed not only the good will of the 
parties immediately concerned, but, even 
more important, the united support, un- 
tainted by Great Power rivalry, of Britain 
and America. Let us hope that this is not 
asking too much. Provided that the truce 
is Maintained during the ensuing four weeks, 
it may be expected that the whole question 
will come forward again for discussion, and 
Arab and Jewish claims will doubfless once 
more be debated. Immigration, boundaries, 
constitutions, spheres of influence will again 
be disputed. Perhaps ie is not without 
significance that the accomplished fact of 
Israel's statehood has not been allowed to 
stand in the way of the Arabs’ acceptance of 
the truce. This seems to indicate a realistic 
approach whose importance should not be 
underrated, and which may presage the 
opening of a more conciliatory era, 


POWER OF MINORTTIES 


“ THe Power of Minorities” was the subject 
of the Lucien Wolfs Memorial Lecture which 
Mr. Justice Vaisey réctntly delivered before the 
Jewrsh Historica! society. Those who read 
the report of it Which was printed in our last 
issue will know how brilhantly the theme was 
enunciated. he lecturer, taking an unusual 
course, discussed not the rights of minorities, 
but their power. He Was. concerned with no 
mere verbal paradox, for he illustrated, with 
a wealth of instances, the tremendous influence 
in human affairs actually exerted by minorities. 
In particular, he traced the working of this 
mental or moral power tn the history of Jewish 
achievement from. Biblical days to the present 
time.” The value of his. exposition was en- 
hanced because he spoke as a devout Christian 
who gratefully acknowledged his spiritual in- 
debtedness to the people of Israel: In a speci- 
ally eloquent passage, he urged the Jews to 
remain faithful to their. traditions, since other- 
wise they would fail in their duty to their race, 
and to the human race also, and the power 
which was their birthright as a minority papfple 
would to a corresponding degree be weakened. 
Such exhortation ts worth much at a time when 
reasons for discouragement are everywhere 
apparent. And there is another aspect of this 
admonition—of course, outside the purview of 

Mr. Justice Vatsey’s remarks-——which_ bears 
upon internal issues within our own community, 
Totalitarianism is just as obnoxtous if it occurs 
in Jewish life. as it is in the world at large. 
Respect is needed for our Own minorities which, 
in their several spheres, possess unique oppor- 
tunities for contributing to the common good. 
The toleration which we expect from others we 
must show among ourselves, if we would realise 
our full potentialities. It may be hoped that 
this illuminating lecture will be reprinted, and 
made available not only to -members of the 
society but also to the wiker public, both 
Jewish and non-Jewish. <4 
ETHICS 

a recent Liberal Jewish youth conference, 
Mr. Victor Gollancz, whose remarks, as he may 
well have anticipated, have secured consider- 
able publicity, urged that: “ The Jews must 
accept what they rejected 2,000 years ago. 
They must accept wholeheartedly the Christian 
ethic.” These extraordinary words of advice— 
coming, as they do, from a Jewish protagonist 
of the “Christian Action” movement—have 
naturally caused bewilderment and distress to 
all religious Jews, whether they follow the 
Traditional or Reform interpretation of their 
Faith. It may well be argued that many 
fundamentals of ethics are common to different 
religious creeds and should be the jomt con- 


cern of all religionists. But this is a very 
different matter from a Jew (whose religious 
activities are better known outside the Jew ich 
Community than within) urging our you) 
deliberately to discard the ethical values of 
Judaism for those of Christianity, It i, no 
service to Jewish youth to encourage the

the ethical teachings of the Syna:. cue 
and to regard these teachings as inferior t 


those of the Church. No responsible 6, 
informed teacher of Judaism would ever pre- 
sume to give such perverted counsel. Only 
ignorance of the well-springs of Jewish in.pira- 
tion can account for the failure to utilise their 
life-giving waters; Christians themselves are 
not slow to recognise their debt to the poble 
and lofty ethical principles of Judaism. por 
reluctant to use their message, as is evidenced 
by the Old Testament texts which are regularly 
placarded outside churches, are used con: ntly 
as the motive of sermons, and find their place 
in the moral exhortations of great newsp. pers. 
In addition to the Hebrew Bible, Jews hive a 
post-Biblical religious literature of infinite 
richness, continuing from antiquity to this 
present day, upon which to draw fo) ral 
guidance. These ideals of: practical religion 
have never been surpassed and constiute 
Sewry"s greatest contribution to humanity. Of 
recent years, ‘the Committee for Proclaiming 
Jewish Ethics has rendered fine service in pro- 
viding material for the public notice-boards 
outside synagogues, Every fortnight, selects 
a fresh text for this “ wayside pulpit.” which 
is regularly reproduced in our columns And 
it may be recalled that in his lecture mentioned 
above, Mr. Justice Vaisey paid this tribute to 
Jewish ethics: “It cannot be denied that the debt 
which the non-}ewish world owes to Jewry in 
the sphere of ethics, no less than in that of 
religion, is immeasurable.” 


AT PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

THe news that Hillel House, at the Perse 
School, Cambtidge, will cease, fram the end of 
this term, to exist as a Jewish house must cause 


profound regret. It has long been a successful 
exemplar in an educational venture of limited 
scope but of considerable significance. The 


number of Jewish houses attached to public 
schools has always been very small. in Vic- 
torian times, the public schools exercised such 
cemmanding influence in British life that some 
Jews felt that admission to them constituted a 
necessary part of their citizenship rights. [1 was 
therefore, a notable occasion when, in [878, 
provision was made for the admlssion of obser- 
vant Jews to Clifton College. The Jéwish 
house at Clifton College has since flourished 
exceedingly. From 1890 to 1923, it was under 
the direction of the Rev. Joseph Polack, and. 
since that date, of Ins son, Mr. A, 1}. Polack, 
the present housemaster. It fias contributed to 
Anglo-Jewry many of our best-known com 
munal leaders. Similar houses elsewhere have 
rendered grand service, but have all come to an 


end. At Harrow School, Dr. Joseph Chotzner 


conducted a Jewish house from 1880 to 1892, 
At Cheltenham. College, . Mr... Nestor Schour 
mann was Jewish housemaster from [594 to 
1914... In: 1914,. he was succeed@d by Mr. 
Daniel Lipson (now M.-P. for Cheltenhs but 
in 1923, this Jewish. house: was discontinoed. 
And now, after 44 years of existence Hills 
House will no longer be reserved for fewish 


boys at the Perse School, Cambridge. [hie Tact 
that it has proved impossible to find a Jew to 
succeed the present retiring housemast a 


misfortune for the Jewish Community. For 
the Jewish house affords facilities for Jewish 
religious observance which are. otherwise. not 
available to boys who are ordinarily boarders 
at public schools. . Neither the arrangemems

About Books 
RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 


Religious Liberty. By Crcit 
coTt. S.C M. Press. 6s.

Cecil Northcott’s book on religious 
liberty has the Christian reader primarily 
in view, and, more particularly. the 
Christian in this country who tends al! 
‘oo easily to assume that the battle for 
religious liberty has already been won. 
But the Jewish reader, for whom the 
nroblem has never ceased to be a live 
sue, will find much in this book that 
‘is of interest and importance to him also. 

Religious Ifberty, as Cecil Northcott 
sees it, is “ the flower of human liberties 

the fundamental human freedom.” 
it is not a privilege to be granted or 
withheld by the State at will. It is a 
rie@ht to which the individual or the 
religious Community can and should lay 
claim at any time. [It is subject, as the 
British draft for a Bill of Human Rights 
expressed it, “only to such resiricvions, 
penalties, or liabilities as. are strictly 
necessary to preserve public order and to 
ensure the rights and freedoms of other 
persons. 


Present Situation 


The longest chapter of the book is 
devoted to a survey of the probiem of 

gious liberty in the present world 
situation. It deals not only with the 
challenge of the political totalitarian 
State, but also with the challenge of 
Islam, “the world’s most complete 
Church-State system,’ which  neinher 
Christian nor Jew can afford to neglect. 
But Mr. Northcott ts interested also in 
those problems to which the claim to 
religious hberty is almost bound to give 
rise in any State however | friendiy-dis- 
posed: the problems, for example, of 
divided loyalties, of the mghts of minor- 
tics, of the relation of the Church as an 
imsutuuion to the State, andy, course, 
thy problem of missions. These are prob- 
lems for Christian and Jew alike, an@, 
incidentally, provide a basis for much- 
necded co-operation in relation to matters 
common interest. 

[his aspect of the problem is. all the 
more urgent and important al the present 
time when the whole matter 1s betore 
the Human Rights Commission of the 
United Nations. The number of readable 
and authoritative books on the subject 
small, and, in default of anything deahneg 
with it from the- specifically Jewish point 
ot view, | would heartily commend a 
careful study of this particular volwse to 
the Jewish as well as to the Christin 
reader, 


CONCENTRATION CAMP 


Ravensbriick, By Denise DUPOURNTER 
Translated from the French by F. W 
McPherson. Allen & Unwin. 8s; 6d

Of knowing that he is learning of the 
early days of liberation. This book takes 
the reader through the agonies and depri- 
valions, gruelty and unrelieved ugliness, 
ol 15 months in a concentration camp.

» THE ATTITUDE OF CHRISTIAN ARABS 


HE document recently published by 
the Latin Patriarchate in Jerusalem. 
| in which Zionist troops are accused 
of wilfully damaging the Holy Places in 
Jerusalem, has been published in full by 
THe Times and the MANcHESTER Guar- 
DIAN, and has thus drawn attention to 
the position taken up by Arab Christians 
im general. It is not at all clear who 
the authors of this document are. The 
last Latin Patriarch, Mer. Louis Bar- 
lassina, a fanatically anti-British Htalian 
prelate, whose movements were subjected 
to the closes! scrutiny by the security 
authorities both before and during the 
last war, died in September. 1949. and. 
up to the time of writing, no successor 
has been appointed. This accounts for 
the anonymity of the document. It is 
not at all clear who is directing the 
affairs of the Patriarchate at present, but 
it would seem as if the office of the 
Patriarchate has been moved outside the

of the Middle East. Jews and Chris- 
tians were ofteqj. rivals in trade and com- 

erce. Again, Christians tend to feel 
ihat they are regarded by Moslems as 
potential quislingse because of the fact 
that throughout Islamic history Arab 
Christians sympathised with, and often 
helped, their imperialistically-minded co- 
religionmsts in Europe in their attacks on 
Islamic positions. It is only compara- 
tively recently that Arab Christians have 
realised that they must lve as a sub- 
servient tmnoriy jn the predominantly 
Mosiem areca, and they are. therefore. 
doing their best to convince their rulers 
of their devotion to the Arab cause by 
a display of-arnti-Jewish fanaticism 


Low Opinion of Clergy 
The Moslem can afford to show 


generosily ‘and tolerance towards his 
Jewish fellow-citizens, while the Christian 
is terrihed of sayine anything which may 
throw suspicion on his loyalties. More- 
over, Judaism and Islam have far more 
in common with one another than Chris- 
tianity can have with either of them. 
Furthermore, from the religious pont of 
view, Onental Christianity is at a stand- 
still. There have been very few candi- 
dates for ordination amone Christians 
for the last two decades There is very 
lntle spiritual hfe, in spite of the efforts 
of foreign. missionarics Arti-clericalism 
is extremely strong, and Christian Arabs 
appear to have the lowest opinions of 
their clergy, whom they openly accuse of 
embezzlement and immorality 

While the older generation of Arab 
Christians preserve a hearty contempt for 
evervihing Moaslem and. in fact, for 
everyone who is not of their particular 
sect, the younger generation, who have 
had an Arabic education. tend to regret 
that they were not born Mostems.. Only 
sentiment and tamily feelings prevent 
numbers of them from becomimg Mos- 
lems They have. therefore, thrown 
their energies into the national movement

Address by Dr. Parkes

was the promise incorporated in the 
Bible that gave holiness to Palestine for 
the Jews, the Rev. Dr. James Parkes said 
at Palesiine House last week. when he 
read a chapter fron?’ his forthcoming 
book on “The History of Palestine,” 
entitled “ Jews, Christians, and Moslems 
in Palestine.”

Children’s Feet 


ITH the removal of coupon control 
on children’s shoes and boots, it 1s 
possible once more for mothers to 
concentrate on the proper care of the 
fect of boys and girls. tt has been one 
of the most serious deprivations of the 
war and post-war riods that so few 
coupons were available for children’s 
shoes. For children’s feet require special 
care if so many of the deformfies and 
disabilities of adult hfe which cripple 
and hamper men and women are to be 
avoided. Nor does the trouble always 
remain confined to the child's feet. His 
whole person, his nervous system, the 
balance and poise not only of his physi- 
cal, but equally of his mental and indi- 
vidual personality can be, and often 1s, 
disarranged by the wearing of wrongly- 
fitting shoes, or the careless disregard of 
his feet in childhood. 
A child's spine, for example, can be 
permanently distorted if he walks for 
long in a distorted position 


Care in Summer 


It is, above all, in the summer months, 
when children are on thew feet for 
longer stretches of the day, and when 
they teddle or run over hard or uneven 
surfaces, that the care of their feet 1s 
especially needed The first thing to 
ensure #8 that shoes are large enough; 
but that does not mean that they should 
be so large as to give neither protection 
nor support to their wearer. A _ child's 
shoe should fit snugly round the heel and 
instep section, and allow the foot in the 
toe section to splay out to its fullest 
exient, 

Provident mothers always buy their 
children’s shoes a half-size too large to 
allow for the rapid growth of the child, 
which 1s perfectly in order so long as 
there is firm support round the instep 
and heel section 

A good plan is to insert inlay socks 
into the shoes when they afe new. as 
such socks may be later discarded as the 
child's foot grows into the shoes 

Littl children should alwayS wear 
socks, even in the hottest weather. They 
can be very thin socks, perhaps knitted 
from cotton yarn, which tg coupon free; 
but they are a vital need to prevent 
blisters and abrasions on the children’s 
feet, and if they are changed daily. and 
washed out when the child ts in its tub at 
night. two pairs will see him through 
the best part of the summer months. 

Children’s toe-nails should be regularly 
and carefully attended to. Make one 
meht a week toe-nail night, and stick 
io the ritual. Toe-nails should be cut 
Straight across, and you should never 
atiemm to dig down at the side of the 
nals. Any sore places or rubs should 
be treated by applying gauze on which 
antiseptic powder has been dusted. It

CAREERS ADVICE 


Horticulture, like agriculture, is his- 
torically one of mans oldest oOccupa- 
ions; it must also be regarded as a 
highly skilled calling, and the student has 
to choose between a number of special- 
ised horticultural branches for his final 
preference. 

In the sphere of education and re- 
search there are many appointments on 
the staffs of university schools of agri- 
culture, as technical advisors for various 
authorities, and mstructors at farm insti- 
tutes. Appointment as specialists, especi- 
ally in the field of research into plant 
breeding, disease control, and physiology, 
include chemists, mycologists, entomolo- 
gists, and plant physiologists. ; 

The administrative opportunities in- 
clude inspectorships under the Ministry 
of Agriculture, and appointments as 
parks superintendents and similar sts, 
Among the commercial aspects of horti- 
culture may be listed the Taliotinn types 
of employment: commercial growers and 
Organisers, seed trade, general plant and 
— nurseries, fruit growing, mar- 
et gardening, and landscape architects. 

For the higher levels of horticulture the 
student should aim at the B.Sc. (Hort.). 
and the National Diploma in Horticul- 
ture; and the training is obtained at 
universities or Agricultural and Horticul- 
tural Colleges. Courses of training for 
farm superintendents, etc.. are given at 
Kew. Edinburgh, Wisley, and the John 
Innes Institute, Merton. Commercial 
horticultural courses are provided at a 
number of farm institutes. London 
students - desirous, of obtaining the 
Inter B.Sc. (Hort.) may obtain instruc- 
tion at Chelsea Polytechnic in most of 
the subjects required.

ig NOt advisable to apply ointments while 
a child is running about, as greasy sub- 
stances tend to heat, and often increase 
the rubbing. If the sore place or blister 
i$ not healing as it should, apply a dress- 
ing of wet boracic lint with a covering 
of oilsilk when the child goes to bed. 
unless the matter is serious enough to 
keep him off his feet during the day. But 
for ordinary sores, cuts or rubs, powder 
iS sufficient, combined with a covering 
of clean or antiseptic gauze or linen. 

Plaster dressings are useful for very 
small cuts, or sore places, but care should 
be taken to see that only the dressing 
touches the open wound, and that the 
rubber plaster does not stick to it. The 
most satisfactory method is to take a 
rather large piece of either gauze or 
clean linen on which antiseptic powder 
has been dusted, and wrap it well over 
ne foot inside the sock, and leave it quite 


Jewish Cookery 
FRESH HERRINGS 


The new season's herrings are particu- 
larly good at present. They can be 
fried, grilled, baked or soused, or turned 
into roll-mops, 

Oops 

Remove heads from the herrings, split, 
bone, and wash them, and. cover with 
cold brine, using 2 oz. salt to each pint 
of water. Let them soak for two hours, 
then rinse in cold water, and dry them. 
Put a little shredded onion on each her- 
ring, season with salt and pepper, and 
roll up, starting at the head end. Secure 
with a pointed match or half a cocktail 
stick, and put into a screw-top jar. 
Sprinkle a little pickling spice and sugar 
in between the rolls, using a level tea- 
spoon of each to a pound of herrings. 
Add a bay leaf, and pour over sufficient 
white vinegar to cover. Screw down, and 
store in a cool placé. They will be 
ready in four or five days, but will keep 
four or five weeks. 

A glass-top preserving jar makes a very 
good container. If preferred, cach her- 
ring can be divided into 2 fillets before 
rolling up, and the herrings should not be 
packed too tightly in the jar. 


Baked Herrings 


(1) Remove heads from the herrings 
and score across on both sides. Mix two 
teaspgontuls of mustard with two table- 
spoonfuls each vinegar and water; 
season with salt and pepper. Place her- 
rings in a greased oven dish, pour over 
the vinegar mixture, cover with a greased 
paper, and bake in a moderate oven 20-30 
minutes. 

(2) Split and bone the herrings, season 
with sali and pepper and sprinkle with 
lemon juice or vinegar. Put together in 
pairs in a greased dish, cover with a 
greased paper, and bake in a moderate 
oven about 20 minutes. 

(3) Skin } Ib. tomatoes, cut up and put 
in a saucepan with twe tablespoonfuls 
vinegar, salt and pepper to. taste, 
bring to the boil. Split and one four 
or five herrings, sprinkle with chopped 
onion, season with salt and pepper, and 
fold one half over the other. Put in a 
baking dish, pour over the tomatoes. 
cover, and bake in a moderate oven about 
30 minutes 

If preferred, piccalilli sauce can be 
used in place of the tomatoes. For this. 
add a tablespoonful of finely chopped 
mustard pickles to 4 pint white sauce. 


Stuffed Herrings 


Split and bone herrings and divide 
each into two fillets. Season with salt 
and pepper, spread with forcemeat, and 
roll up, starting at the head end. Place 
closely together in a baking dish, cover 
with a greased paper, and bake in a 
moderate oven about 30 minutes. If 
preferred, the fillets can be left flat, just 
sandwich two together with forcemeat. 
Serve hoi or cold. When eaten cold, 
sprinkle with vinegar and serye with 
potato salad.

THE MASSACRE AT 
KFAR ETZION 


Settlers Exterminated 


[From our 


Shocking details of the massacre of the 
Jewish imhabitanis of the Etzion group 
of settlements last month were given to 
me by members of a group of 86 women 
nee mony of war who reached here on 

onday evening. With them are also 
two women prisoners from the Nahariya 
Jordan hydro-electric station that was 
captured and destroyed by the Arab 


he exchange of these prisoners of war 
was arranged through the instrumentality 
of the Red Cross near Kfar Yonah, about 
six miles from Tulkarem. Brought from 
Zatka, in Transjordan, by the Arab 
Legion, they carried with them the one 
Sefer Torah that was saved from the 
ruins of Kfar Etzion. There were heart- 
breaking scenes at Kfar Yonah when the 
prisoners—pitiful remnant of the heroic 


resisiance at Kfar Etzion—met_ their 
relatives, 
Their treatment as prisoners, they 


reported. had been satisfactory, and they 
had been given rations on the military 
scale. 


Cold-Blooded Murder 


Members of the group told me the full 
story of the last tragic hours before the 
surrender of Kfar Etzion. Forty tanks 
and numerous armoured vehicles encircled 
the settlement, and when it fell thousands 
of Arabs from Hebron were given a free 
hand within its walls, where they murdered 
200 settlers in cold blood, stole every 
piece of portable property and destroyed 
the rest. No representative of the Red 
Cross was present cifher at Kfar Etzion 
or at Mashuot Isaac to negotiate the 
iruce 

Of all the settlers of Kfar Etzion only 
two survived, and the entire settlement 
was burned to the ground. 

The prisoners were led through Hebron 
and paraded before the local Arabs. 
Later they passed through Amman, 
which they found -to be practically unin- 
habited: it is clear that Jewish bombing 
of the city led to its almost total evacua- 
tion 

As the prisoners passed through Nab- 
lus, they were blindfolded, with threats of 
instant death for anybody who attempted 
to remove the bandages. Evidently the 
Arabs have a great deal to conceal in 
Nablus. 


Ambassador to Moscow ? 


The Government of Israel 1s, I learn 
from reliable sources, considering the 
appointment of an Israeli Ambassador to 
Moscow. Mrs. Goldie Meyerson is, it 
is understood, being seriously considered 
for this post. Another candidate 1s 
believed to be Mr. David Remez, while 
the United Labour Party demands the 
appointment of a candidate from their 
party. It is thought that Dr. Moshe Sneh 
may be appointed Minister to Warsaw 

Twenty-two of the 27 synagogues of 
the Old City of Jerusalem have been 
completely destroyed by.the Arab Legion, 
it was stated by Chief Rabbi Isaac 
Herzog at a Press conference here. The 
fate of the other five is not yet known. 
Five hundred Sifre Torah, precious 
manuscripts. and various shrines have 
also been destroyed.

ISRAEL’S DEBT TO 
HAGANA 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Tribute 


In announcing the formation of the 
National Defence Army of Israel 
(reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last 
week), Mr. David Ben-Gurion, the Prime 
Minister and Minister of Defence, 
acknowledged the “ great debt owed by 
the Jewish people to Hagana, without 
whom, backed by the heroic spirit of the 
people, Statehood could not have been 
attained.” 

The statement traces the development 
of Hagana, from its early beginnings m 
the Hashomer (watchmen’s organisation), 
formed in Petah-Tikva other 
colonies by pioneers of the Second Aliya, 
the Jewish Legion in the first world war, 
through the Settlement Police, Palmach, 
and Chish (Field Army) created between 
wars, mass volunteering in the. second 
world war to the Jewish Brigade, and, 
finally, the tremendous fight put up by 
Hagana in the first six months of the 
new war against the Jews.—(Palcor) 


PALESTINE’S WATER 
SHORTAGE 


Extensive Irrigation Plans 


Jewish Agency experts are formulating 
an extensive irrigation programme aimed 
at eliminating. Palestine’s chronic water 
shortage by providing 4,200,000,000 cubic 
metres of water annually, and, at the 
same time, generating over 1,500,000,000 
kilowatts of electricity. 

To help Israel! resettle several hundred 
thousand newcomers expected within the 
next few years, the plan has as its ulti- 
mate purpose the exploitation of all of 
Palestine’s water resources—underground, 
surface, and flood waters—for the irriga- 
tion of every stretch of land in the 
country, 

The water which it is possible to 
amass can suffice for the irrigation of 
2,000,000 acres of land and for the drink- 
ing needs of 8,000,000 people. Palestine’s 
total Arab and Jewish population is 
about 1,800,000 


CYPRUS REFUGEES 
“ Unwarranted ” Ban

The British action in banning the 
transfer of Jews of military age from 
Cyprus to Israel is described as “a flag- 
rant. and unwarranted violation of the 
Security's Council's cease-fire order". in 
a statemem issued by the Washington 
office of the Israeli Government.

Council, the resolution stated that if men 
of military age were admitted during the 
truce period, they should not be trained 
or mobilised for the fighting forces,”’ the 
statement adds. “ The Israch delegate 
to the United Nations emphasised as 
one of his interpretations of the Security 
Council order that immigration cannot 
be restricted. This transgression by 
Britain is further evidence of lack of a 
neutral stand by Britain in the present 
fighting in Palestine.”

ISRAEL’S JUDICIARY 
Postal Services Resumed

Fundamental changes are under con- 
sideration in the judiciary system of 
Israel. Six district and twelve other 
magistrates have been provisionally 
appointed. 

The Land Court, established by the 
British with the object of hindering the 
sale of land to Jews, has been abolished. 

Dr. Moshe Kramer. a member of the 
editorial board of Haarerz. has been 
provisionally appointed chief information 
officer of the Government of Israel. 

Israel has resumed postal communica- 
tion with France, Holland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Hungary, Yugoslavia, 
and Bulgaria. The airmail service 
between Isracl and the United States has 
also been resumed, and negotiations are 
in progress for a resumption of the 
KLM service. 


JEWISH PRISONERS FOR

Mr. Oved Ben-Ami, Mayor of 
Nathanya, has received from General 
Macmillan a letter informing him that 
the twelve remaining detainees at Bat 
Galim will be released before the British 
evacuate the Haifa military zone. They 
comprise five Nathanya  Revisionists, 
held under suspicion in the case of the 
two British sergeants “who were hanged 
last August, and seven members of the 
Stern Group. who had been sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

It had previously been feared that the 
British intended to remove the prisoners 
from Palestine. 

Two of the detainees are members of 
the Nathanya Municipal Council. 


Military Academy 


A Jewish military and naval academy, 
named Maozyam, is to be opened within 
the next few weeks at an unnamed Site 
on the coast of Israel. The buildings, 
which have already cost £50,000, are pro- 
vided with the best technical equipment, 
laboratories, and other services. Seventy 
pupils can now be accommodated, and 
there will be room for 150 at a later 
date. The naval school will be aboard 
a ship, which is also to be provided. 

Maozyam has been founded in memory 
of 23 young Jews reported missing from 
naval operations in the service of Britain 
in 1941. 

A cultural centre 1s also to be estab- 
lished in the vicinity, in memory of the 
late Hannah Szenesh, famous heroine of 
the war. It will comprise meteorologi- 
cal, navigation, and radio stations. The 
undertaking is sponsored by Israel's 
Maritime League. 


SACRED BOOKS FOUND IN 
PALESTINE

book of Isaiah, were found some months 
ago by Beduins in an anc'ent geniza, near 
the north-western shore of the Dead Sea.
